In 
all tariff legislation the true principle 
of protection is best maintained by the 
imposition of such duties as will equal 
the difference between the cost of pro­ 
duction at home and abroad, together 
with a reasonable profit to American 
industries. 
We favor the establish 
ment of maximum and minimum rates, 
to be administered by the president 
under limitations fixed 
in 
the law, 
the maximum to be available to meet 
discrimination 
by 
foreign 
countries 
against American goods entering their 
markets and the minimum to repre­ 
sent the normal measure of protection 
at home; the aim and purpose of the 
Republican policy being not only to 
preserve, without excessive duties, that 
security against 
foreign competition 
to 
which 
American 
manufacturers, 
farmers and producers are entitled, 
but also to maintain the high standard 
of living of the wage earners of this 
country who are the most direct ben 
eftciaries of the protective system.

Chicago, June 19.—The Republican 
national convention adopted the report 
of the resolutions committee by a viva 
voce vote after overwhelmingly de­ 
feating tim minority report offered by 
Hr.

all tariff legislation the true principle 
of protection is best maintained by the 
imposition of such duties as will equal 
the difference between the cost of pro­ 
duction at home and abroad, together 
with a reasonable profit to American 
industries.

Only the officer of the deck, the quar­ 
term aster aud the guard are awake. 
The entire crew are below decks and 
dream ing in their hammocks. 
The cabin door opens and the captain 
steps forth softly, fully dressed and 
wearing his sword and revolver. He 
speaks In a low tone to the officer of 
the deck, who sends an orderly for­ 
w ard with a message. In a moment 
the orderly returns, bringing with him 
the drum m er, who stands silently at 
the mast, drum sticks In hand, w atch­ 
ing the commander. 
“Eight bells”—midnight—is struck. 
At a silent signal from the command­ 
ing officer the drum m er poises his 
sticks an instant, then sounds the long 
roll, or “alarm ,” which is at once fol­ 
lowed by the quick beat to “general 
quarters.” 
Instantly the scene changes to one of 
apparently the utmost confusion. Four 
hundred men leap from their ham­ 
mocks. 
Passing a few turns of the 
lashings around them, they throw them 
Into their “nettings,” then spring to 
their stations at the batteries and cast 
loose the guns. 
A moment more and a bright flash 
and roar from the forecastle pivot gun 
bursts upon the stillness and gloom of 
the night, followed quickly by the 
broadside battery. 
Each gun is fired once, a blank 
charge, but enough to show th at the 
gun is in good order and ready for 
service.

Confusion gives place to silence 
and order and not a sound is heard, 
but the battle lanterns flashing along 
the crowded deck reveal the well disci­ 
plined crew standing at their quarters, 
every man equipped with cutlass and 
pistol, silent and alert Sponges, ram ­ 
mers, supply boxes and battle axes lit­ 
ter the deck: everything Is provided 
and ready as for action, while the 
captain, accompanied by the executive 
officer (the first lieutenant), with an 
orderly bearing a lantern,' makes a 
thorough Inspection fore and aft and 
below, including the powder division, 
magazines and shell rooms, to see that 
nothing is lacking which would be re­ 
quired in real action.

Ten students and a professor recently 
sailed from New York on the Austro- 
Amerlcan steamship Alice to spend a 
year studying at first hand the home 
conditions and customs of the aliens 
who pour Into the mining regions of 
Pennsylvania by the thousands each 
year. 
Edward A. Steiner, professor 
of applied Christianity iu Iowa college. 
Grinneii, la., is in chaige of the stu­ 
dents, who are preparing themselves 
for work among the foreigners of the 
mining region under the auspices of 
the Pennsylvania Young Men’s Chrls- 
tlon association. 
The party will laud 
at Trieste, travel through Austria. Hun­ 
gary, Russia, Poland and Italy, cover­ 
ing much of the country on foot with 
packs on their backs and returning in 
the steerage with the immigrants. The 
expenses of the party are borne by va­ 
rious committees and groups of citi­ 
zens in different parts of Pennsylvania. 
All communities in the mining districts 
of that state have long been wrestling 
with the problem of making good 
American citizens out of these alieus. 
Professor Steiner, who is an Austrian 
by birth and has given much of bis 
life to a study of this problem, believes 
that an intimate knowledge of the im­ 
migrant’s customs, language and con­ 
ditions in his home land is necessar\ 
for any one who wants to Influence 
him in America. 
Misunderstandings 
due to lack of knowledge, he thinks, 
cause most of the trouble in the mining 
region, and he believes a year spent in 
studying the classes In Europe from 
which the immigrants come will pre­ 
pare the students better than anything 
else for work among the foreigners in 
Pennsylvania.

SHORT RANGE ALIEN STUDY. 


Party 
of 
Students 
to 
Go 
Through 
Southern Europe on Foot. 
Ten students and a professor recently 
sailed from New York on the Austro- 
Ameriean steamship Alice to spend a 
year studying at first hand the home 
conditions and customs of the aliens 
who pour into the mining regions of 
Pennsylvania by the thousands each 
year. 
Edward A. Steiner, professor 
of applied Christianity in Iowa college, 
Grinnell, la., is in charge of the stu­ 
dents, who are preparing themselves 
for work among the foreigners of the 
mining region under the auspices of 
the Pennsylvania Young Men’s Chris­ 
mon association. 
The party will land 
at Trieste, travel through Austria, Hun­ 
gary, Russia, Poland and Italy, cover­ 
ing much of the country on foot with 
packs on their backs and returning in 
the steerage with the immigrants. The 
expenses of tile party are borne by va­ 
rious committees and groups of citi­ 
zens in different parts of Pennsylvania. 
All communities in the mining districts 
of that state have long been wrestling 
with the problem of making good 
American citizens out of these aliens. 
Professor Steiner, who is an Austrian 
by birth aud has given much of his 
life to a study of this problem, believes 
that an intimate knowledge of the im­ 
migrant's customs, language and con­ 
ditions in his home land is necessary 
for any one who wants to influence 
him in America.

Taft to a request for an expression of 
his vi«‘ws on his nomination for the 
presidency.

II«* has no one to tonel) 
him. no one to guide. In his little brain 
there Is implanted a streak «if caution, 
bnscd on the fact that until a certain 
f>orlod 
his projecting armor N soft 
and no defense against hungry fish, 
and he Immediately seeks shelter in 
tin* tropical profusbin of the gulf weed, 
which 
bolds 
within 
its 
I ranching 
fronds an astonishing abundance of 
marine life. 
“ Here the young turtle feeds unmo­ 
lested and knows that his arm o r is 
hardening apace. Once lie has attained 
the weight of twenty-flve pounds he 
may ‘cheek’ freely any monster of the 
deep. 
After that no flsh or mammal 
ever interferes with him. 
Intending 
devourers 
may 
struggle all 
day 
to 
break through his Iron shell. They al­ 
ways fall. 
“The turtle, like the sperm whale, 
has but one enemy 
man. Now, ev«*n 
that sperm whale must come pretty 
frequently to the surface to breathe, 
and If it got beached high nnd dry on 
land w h a t would become of it? But 
the i'h<*erfu] turtle can stay tielow the 
surface for a week if he wants to, and 
he often docs, while if he had to spend 
an equal time on lan«l he would enjoy 
the change ami be none the worse for 
It. 
He is neither flsh. flesh nor fowl, 
yet Ids flesh partakes of the character­ 
istics of all three. 
“ Eating seems a 
mere superfluity 
with him, since for weeks a t a time he 
may be placed in a barrel, with the 
bung out, and emerge after his long 
fast apparently none the worse for his 
enforced abstinence from food, from 
light nnd almost from air. Of all the 
warm blooded organisms there Is none 
so tenacious of life ns the turtle. In ju ­ 
ries that would be instantly fatal even 
to fish leave tlie fu"tle apparently u n ­ 
disturbed, and his power of keeping 
death at bay Is nothing short of m a r ­ 
velous.”

In bls little brain 
there is Implanted a streak of caution, 
based on the fact that until a certain 
period bls projecting armor Is soft 
and no defense against hungry fish, 
and he immediately seeks shelter In 
the tropical profusion of the gulf weed, 
which 
holds 
within 
Its 
branching 
fronds an astonishing abundance o% 
marine life. 
"Here the young turtle feeds unmo­ 
lested and knows that lits armor is 
hardening apace. Once he bas attained 
the weight of twenty-five pounds he 
may ‘cheek’ freely any monster of the 
deep.

He is neither fish, flesh nor fowl, 
yet his flesh partakes of the character­ 
istics of all three. 
“Eating seems a mere superfluity 
with him. since for weeks at a time he 
may be placed In a barrel, with the 
bung out, aud emerge after his long 
fast apparently none the worse for bis 
enforced abstinence from food, from 
light and almost from air. Of all the 
warm blooded organisms there is none 
so tenacious of life as the turtle. Inju­ 
ries that would be instantly fatal even 
to fish leave the turtle apparently un­ 
disturbed, and his power of keeping 
death at bay is nothing short of m ar­ 
velous.’’
